The Pike’s Peak Railway, the com- 
pletion of which within eighteen 
months is practically assured, will be, 
in many frespects the most notable 
piece of track in the world.» It will 
mount 2,000 feet further heavenward 
than the famous Lima'‘and Oriva Rail- 
way, in Peru, which is now in opera- 
tion toa point 12,220 feet above the 
sea, the highest that the rails have as 
yet attained. The obstacles that are 
peing overcome in its construction are 
among the most formiglable yet pre 
sented to engineering skill. ‘The en- 
tire thirty miles of its length will be 
a succession of complicated curves and 
grades, with no piece of straight track 
longer than 300 feet. The maximum 
grade will be 316 feet to the mile, and 
the average grade 270 feet. The line 
will abound in curves from 500 to 
1,000 feet long, in whieh the radius 
changes every chain. Forty degree 
curves are numerous, and there will 
be one of forty-three degrees that will 
descrike three quarters of a circle, 
The road is being built in a most sub- 
stantial manner, and will be laid with 
forty-pound steel.

So lofg as this is 
kept confined, so that its vapor cannot 
mix with the common air, it is safe, 
But the moment the gas mixes with 
the atmosphere it becomes explosive 
and dangerous.

[itinots, and was admitted to the bar in 1853" 
commencing practice in Fulton county; serv- 
ed as Presidential Elector in 1860; was appoint~ 
ed Chief Justice of Nebraska by Mr. Lincoln 
in 1861; afterwards resigned and accepted the 
Coloneley of the Seventh Illinois Cavalry; 
served under General Pope in Missouri, and 
commanded General Granger's Calvary Brig- 
ade until the evacuation of Corinth; was in 
April 1865, appointed Collector of the Porto 
New Orleans; was elected te the United States 


Senate as a Republican, serving from July 17 

1868, to November 1, 1872, when he resigned 

was a Delegate at Large from Louisiana to 
the convention of 1868, held at Chicago, which 
nominated General Grant for President the 
first time; was Chairman of the delegation 
from Louisiana to the Cincinnati Convention 
of 1876, and was also Chairman of the Louis 

ana delegation in the Chicago Convention jof 
1880—there being two contesting delegations

egations; was Governor of Louisiana from 
January 5, 1873, to January 5, 1877; was again 
elected to the United States Senate asa Re- 
publican ; was admitted to his seat December, 
1, 1877, and served unt#l March 3, 1883; and 
was elected to the House of Representatives 
of the 48th Congress as a Republican, receiv, 


ing 11,600 votes against 6,631 votes for Acklen 

Democrat, and 4.035 for Beattie on the Inde-
